Cancel claims 5, 9, 10, 12, 14-18 and 21-25. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 5, 
9, 10, 12, 14-18 and 21-25 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. 
Accordingly, claims 5, 9, 10, 12, 14-18 and 21-25 have been cancelled. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art 
has been found or presented that either teaches or fairly suggests the production of a 
film from a blend of a homogeneously branched polyethylene with a heterogeneously 
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branched polyethylene wherein the melt index for the overall polymer composition is 
lower than the melt index for the homogeneously branched component, as recited 
herein. The references to Kapur et al, Chum et al and Falla et al all show the concept 
herein claimed except for this feature. Since there are no other outstanding issues with 
regard to the clarity or enablement of the claims, these claims are deemed to contain 
allowable subject matter.
